Even though a Canadian government patrol vessel 
happened to be available for salvage operations, to suspend its normal 
activities of escorting other vessels might have unfortunate results. 

“Nevertheless, so far as physical risks are concerned we are convinced | 
that the Hudson Bay route is no more dangerous, and in some respecta less 
dangerous, than the St. Lawrence route. As against this there still re-| 
mains the fact that with the present small number of voyages a single total 
loss in a season is a serious matter for the underwriters.” : 

An excellent feature of the report is the announcement of a reduction 
in marine insurance routes of 2s, 6d. per cent. on cargo carried in vessels” 
using a gyro compass. This is a very desirable proviso, as it is essential 
that boats making use of the route be equipped with as many as possible 
approved devices calculated to lessen the risk of navigation through the 
strait and in the bay. 

The “Avon River", the sole casualty of the 1936 season, which was 
driven on a reef without loss of life, was one of two boats using the route 
last year which did not carry a gyro compass, 

Tt is true, however, that the lack of a gyro compass was not the cause 
of the disaster to the “Avon River”. The committee quotes the London 
Board of Trade as declaring that the disaster was due “not to any special | 
perils of the route, but to the unusually severe weather conditions which | 
“were expeflenced throughout the world in the latter part of 1936, during} 
which an unusually large number of ships were lost.” 

The basis on which the reductions have ‘been made and the establish- 
ment of the gyro compass as standard equipment for well-founded tramp 
steamers using the Hudson Bay route give some assurance that decrepit old | 
hulks are not likely to use the route and thus imperil its growing prestige | 
by foundering and imperilling the present rate structure.

Now, I return to the question, “What Is 
a bank?” As! said in an earlier broadcast: 
“Above all things a bank is a place where 
you or your children can deposit money with 
absolate assurance that any time you demand 
it you can get it back in full, intact and with 
interest.” 

A bank is formed by a group of respon- 
sible people who believe that they can offer 
a service which a community needs and is 
willing to pay for, at a rate which will yield 
a@ reasonable profit. These are the motives 
of any business. 

Those desiring to form the bank name five

With the Bank of Canada established, and 
controlled by the Dominion Government, we 
can now issue our own notes only up to 
ninety per cent of the amount of our paid-up 
capital. Every year there is té be a further 
reduction. The Bank of Canada tasues notes 
and as the note issue right of the Chartered 
Banks is progressively cut down the Bank 
of Canada’s note issue will take its place. 
In other words, the right to issue our own 
notes is being steadily taken from us and 
vested in the Bank of Canada, which, 1 would 
remind you, is the Government's central 
bank, not a chartered bank. 

1 pointed out, in an earlier broadcast, 
that no business is subject to such complete 
control and such Parliamentary scrutiny as 
are the Chartered Banks. Can you name 
snother business In Canada in which every 
company charter automatically expires at 
one time and can only be renewed after 
Parliamentary investigation? 

Although the Bank Act can be amended at 
any time by Parliament every ten years bank 
charters expire and the Act is thrown open 
for what is known as the “decennial re- 
vision” — which is. a most sweeping and

We extend bank credit to people who can, 
with some certainty, be expected to repay. 
We can only lend to responsible people be- 
cause we ourselves are responsible to the 
depositors. 

-The banks provide the ,machinery for 
carrying out dozens of widely-varied, day- 
today transactions; simplifying business 
and facilitating the exchange of goods and 
services. The bank provides a place for you 
to leave in safe custody valuable documents 
or othér papers; your title deeds; your life 
and fire insurance policies; valuables such 
as jewelery; and stocks and bonds. The bank 
collects your commercial bills, either at home 
or abroad. It transfers money from one part 
of the country to another, as you may re 
quire; and it takes care of shipment and 
safeguarding of securities. These are only 
examples of the services a Chartered Bank 
performs. 

No doubt many of our listeners have been 
told that banks simply swap cheques. There 
seems to be an idea that there is never ary 
settlement between banks. Here is another 
homely illustration: Tom Smith, in Calgary, 


Let us examine it—There fs no concentration 
of power in the hands of any small group. 
The shareholders annually elect, of their own 
free choice, 167 Directors of known and 
proven business ability. Their work fs to 
safeguard the interests of the shareholders, 
note-holders and depositors, in co-operation 
with the salaried executives—every one of 
whom started oft as a Junior In some small 
branch. These Directors own less than four 
per cent of the shares issued, 


Banks each month have to report to the 
Government sworn particulars of the loans 
made to Bank Directors and-to firms in which 
they are partners and loans for which they 
are guarantors. The most recent return 
shows that these advances are only a 108th 
part of the total bank loans. 


No Director of a bank may vole, nor may 
he even be presont at a meeting of the 
Hoard, when loans to himself, or any bust 
ness concern in which he is a partner or

You will see that the law puts a serious 
responsibility upon the shareholders and de- 
liberately forces it upon his attention, in 
order that those who are going to handle 
other people's money must realize their res- 
ponsibility to the full, The people are thus 
safeguarded against fly-by-night promoters, 

When Half a Million Dollars worth of 
stock in the new bank has been subscribed © 
and half of that amount paid up, this $260,000 
must be placed in the bands of the Mintster 
of Finance. When the Minister is satisfied 
that the public interest is safeguarded, he 
returns the $260,000 to the bank and issues 
a certificate permitting the bank to open for 
business, The Bank Act then. becomes its 
eharter, Any idea that this bank bas to put 
»oney into Government Bonds to obtain 
currency is wholly without foundation. 

Canada’s Chartered Banks do not enjoy a 
monopoly of the right to pri@®money, ihey 
pever did enjoy any such “monopoly. You 
often bear it sald that Canada's Chartered 
Hanks alone can “make money” and that 
we can priut our own notes and circulate 
them in unlimited amounts—such statements 
are absolutely false. Up to 1934 each Chart- 
ered Bank had the right to issue notes—not 
in wualimited amounts-but only up to the 
amount of the capital actually paid up, 
There were two exceptions to this rule- the 
iret Was that we were permitied to make «

Now I would like to deal with the services 
that a bank performs. These are many and 
varied, The bank accepts and safeguards 
your deposits and extends the credit based 
upon them to responsible people. 

Alberta folk will easily follow the Illus 
tration of bank credit I'm now going to 
give you. This is harvest-time and in the 
fortunate parts of fhe Province the farmer 


- ie starting to haul his grain.to the elevator, 


When he delivers his wagon-load there, be 
gets a grain ticket, . 

He takes the ticket Into the bank and the 
bank gives him cash for it. 

What does the bank do with the grain 
ticket then? 

At the end of the day the bank lists separ- 
ately all of the grain tickets issued by each 
elevator company. It sends them to Calgary 
or Winnipeg, to be éollected from the Head 
Office of the Blevator Company which Issued 
the tckets. 

How does the Elevator Company redeem 
the tickets?) During the movement of a 
beavy crop, such a company is not likely to 
have sufficient funds of its own to purcbase 
all of the grain handled from day to day. 


Bo the bank advances the sum required 
againet the security of the grain, until the 


buyer in Liverpool pays for it. The bank 
collects from him. The proceeds go to the 
grain company which pays off the money the 
bank advanced. asin 

What happens is this: . 

The farmer gets bis cash on delivery of 
the grain to the elevator, without any wait- 
ing. And the bank provides credit from that 
moment on, until the grain is paid for, prob 
ably months later. 
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through the Bank of Canada. Dally each 
bank gathers together and totals the cheques 
deposited with it which are drawn upon each 
of the other banks. Every morning these are 
taken to the Clearing House, Where it is 
found that one bank has a balance due to 
it from any other bank, the difference is 
settied daily, through the Bank of Canada, 
by the payment of cash—not chartered bank 
bills—cash, This ultimate settlement through 
the Clearing House system ts altogether ig- 
nored, or is too ithe understod, by many 
of those who criticize the Banks, 

It is not difficult to understand when re- 
duced to its simplest terms, We point out 
to you that, if Jim MeGregor'’s cheque was 
the only cheque issued that day, Jim's Bank, 
Bank A, weuld have had to pay to Tom's 
Bank, Bank B, the sum of $27.60 in cash 
bills of the Bank of Canada, 

Every balance between banks Is ultimately 
settled in cash. 


Now who owns the banks? There are more 
than 49,000 shareholders in Canada’s Chart 
ered Banks, more than 600 of them in Alberta. 
Most of the shareholdings are small—the 
average is less than 30 shares. Many of the 
shareholders are women to whom bank 
shares have been willed or Trustees who bold 
the shares for Estates of persons who have 
died. Many others are individuals.who, after 
a lifetime of toil have sold their farms, or 
other holdings, and invested their money in 
bank shares as a source of income. These 
are examples to show the kind of people who 
own Canada's Banks, These are the people 
who are accused of being a part of the fabled 
“International Ring.” They are mostly Can- 
adians, your fellow-citizens, and most of the 
business that is done by their banks is Can

Just before my time is up, I would ilke 
to say that I have before me a poster which 
an organization in Edmonton ts sending out 
over the Province, It says, “fax the Banks 
It Costs Them Nothing.” 


The poster to which | have referred pre 
sumes to quote from the Encyclopaedia trit- 
annica, but | assure you that the extracts 
are divorced from their context and are so 
used as to convey a meaning exactly opposite 
from the meaning intended by the author, 
Mr. R. G Hawtrey, an olficer of the British 
Treasury. 

“You all-know that when yow pay taxes it 
costs you something. A bank is po different, 
in that respect, from any of you, Would your 
own municipality say that when the bank 
pays its taxes, the municipality gets both. 
ing? However, we do not plan to waste 
time on absurdities, but let me say just ibis: 
That we showed you last week, that 180 
bank branches in Alberta were operated at 
a loss in 1936, and that new and added 
taxes had since been imposed. 

We showed you the alternative — eliher 
pass the added charges on to our customers, 
or close branches to the point where ends 
can be made to meet. If it costs us nothing 
to pay taxes, we would have ao such alter- 
native to worry about.

Cannot Do The Impossible 
Britain Unable To Protect Both The 
Mediterranean And Shanghai 

A glance at the map of China re- 
veals that Shanghai is a sort of 
natural phenomenon: It was bound 
to grow up the moment the outside 
world began trading with the in- 
terfor of China. The mighty Yang- 
tze is the chief artery of such trade, 
and Shanghai is planted squarely at 


the strategic point to control such) 


trade. It is a kind of “free port” 
where foreign goods can be ware- 
housed and Chinese products brought 


down to exchange for these import-| 


ed ‘wares. 
Shanghai. 
convince Europe and .America, that 
their tenure at this point is much 
too insecure for profitable invest- 
ment in permanent establishments, 
it might come to be a Japanese 
Shanghai. This would give Japan a 
far firmer grip on China than would 
even a Japanese Peiping.

She can wait at 
Singapore for any new develop- 
ments in the China Sea, and she 
can protect India by keeping the life- 
line open from Gibraltar to Aden.

Prefer Northern Route 


Trans-Atlantic Alr Promoters Be- 
lieve It Is The Best 

Canada’s trans-Atlantic air pro- 
moters are adhering closely to the 
Ireland-Newfoundland route and they 
have little confidence either in the 
South Atlantic or the North Pole 
route favored by the Russiins, and 
which has apparently resulted in 
another trageily. 

Because of this firm faith in the 
North Atlantic route, which is evi- 
dently shared by the British inter- 
ests, and which has won co-opera- 
tion from the United States, it is be- 
lieved that experimental flights by 
Imperial Airways across the North 
Atlantic which have been conducted 
during the summer will be continued 
in the coming winter. 

There will be no transfer to the 
South Atlantic route via the Azores 
and Bermuda, as had been expected. 
There is no clear indication to what 
extent Pan American Airways will 
co-operate in winter exploration of

Large Portion Of British Columbia 
Still Undeveloped 

Premier T. D. Pattullo told a con- 

vention of Canadian and United 

States mining men British Columbia 

wanted to encourage capital invest- 

ment because a “great portion of its 


Up| area was literally unprospected.” 


The premier was addressing «a 
luncheon meeting of the joint con- 
vention opened by the Canadian In- 
stitute of Mining and Metallurgy and 
the American Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgical Engineers. 

He said Fort St. James was locat- 
ed at the geographical centre of the 
province, but that almost the entire 
area north of that point was un- 
developed. 

Mr. Pattullo mentioned briefly the 
cordial relations between Canada 
and the United States. He warned 
his listeners that “we may think our- 
selves safe from attack but don't 
forget. there can never be a major 
world conflict without this continent 
being drawn into it.” ‘ 

He referred briefly to the proposed 
annexation of the Yukon Territory 
by British Columbia, commenting: 
“and we may go farther than that 
before we get through.”

Foresees Big Airliners | 


Accommodate 150 Passengers 
States Designer Of Fying 
Boats

A trans-Atlantic airliner capable 
of accommodating 150 passengers 
will be built “before long” in the 
opinion of Oswald Short, designer of 
Imperial Airways’ flying boats. 

The liners would weigh 150 tons 
and have miotors which would de- 
velop 6,000 horsepower. Caledonia 
and Cambria, the Atlantic trall 
blazers, weigh 19 tons and have ac- 
commodation for 30 passengers. 

Short declared there would be no 
technical difficulties in constructing 
such large ships, but engines of suf- 

lent power would take time to de- 
velop. The latest commercial air- 
motor built at present develops only 
1,500 horsepower, 

The Short plant at Rochester, 
Kent, has already turned out 22 of 
the Imperial Airways’ order for 28 
ships by the end of this year, 

Short began as a balloon enthusi- 
ast but after Orville Wright's suc- 
cessful flight started building aero- 
planes. In 1926 he scrapped wood 


| construction as obsolete and built the 


world’s first all-metal flying boat. 


Good Roads For Alberta 


Province To Have 700 Miles Of Hard 
Surface Highways By End 
Of 1038 

Alberta government expects to 
have 700 miles of hard surfaced 
roads in the province by the end of 
1938, according to present plans, 
Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of pub- 
lic works, announced, 

All but a few miles of the main 
highway from the international 
border to Edmonton would be hard 
surfaced by the end of 1938 construc- 
tion season, he said. 

“Blottering” of roads is proceed- 
ing at the rate of 10 to 12 miles a 
week and it is expected 150 miles 
wijl be completed this year, the 
minister stated. About 150 miles 
were processed last year - 

Previously hard surfacing had 
cost from $10,000 to $12,000 a mile, 
he asserted, but the government now 
was hard surfacing at a cost of not 
more than $2,500 a mile. The new 
type of hard surfacing was similar 
te work now being done in the 
United States, he added.
